more than I could take. 

Towering ‘bove the scene was 
the huge Johannesburg power 
statlon, the biggest in the 
Southern Hemisphere.

There js no food so 
vitn(minjol that catastrophe 
will result If a day, or a week, 
ia lost introducing it into baby's 
dict. In fact, if he never takes 
to It, there are always substitute 
fuods or combinations that will 
round out the diet equally well. 
In 2 pinch, baby can even be 
raised without mills, 

A henrd-on collision between 
inviher and baby may result in 
an immediate triumph for the 
bigger and stronger antagonist 
or it may not! Yet it is an 
empty victory for elther, since 
it may be the baaia for resent- 
ments and tenslons which do far 
more damage than any one food 
substance is worth,
